AID ROAD PROGRAM 


Four Hundred Miles of 
Highways 


Will be Paved in Greatest Road 


Program'in State History 


FEDERAL GOVERNMENT TO AID 


Indianapolis, Dee. 15— New auto­ 
mobile fees that 
become 
etTeetive 
Ian. 1 will provide tin* funds neces­ 
sary for carrying out the 
greatest 
road building program in the history 
>t‘ Indiana. Four hundred miles 
of 
highways will he paved, and in ad 
lit ion 3,600 miles 
o f 
stone 
and 
grave! roads will lie maintained in a 
better condition than ever, if 
im­ 
provement is }>ossihlc, according to 
the State Highway Commission. 
The paving program alone calls for 
an expenditure as large as will 
be 
raised from the automobile fees, but 
in carrying out much of tbis work 
the Autoist*s dollar will lie matched 
by a dollar given by the federal gov­ 
ernment. Thus the license fees also 
will he sufficient to help care 
for 
road m aintenance, as also 
other 
funds available for the state 
road 
work. 


The certainity of the income from 
the automobile license fees, howev­ 
er, made possible the big road de­ 
velopment program lieing laid 
down 
for next year, and also for 1925 when 
300 more miles of highways will he 
paved and the remainder of the sy s­ 
tem maintained. Indiana has been

The heavyweight champion prob­ 
ably means that he will he forced in­ 
to involuntary retirement if he suc­ 
ceeds in keeping his million 
dollar 
chin out of the range o f 
Gibbons, 
Wills and Firpo.

The heavyweight cla ss is in such 
a state of decline that Dempsey will 
be forced to do a second number with 
Gibbons and Firpo and if Wills gives 
him a good fight he might be able to 
work the colored challenger up into 
a “ logical contender’’ for a return 
bout. 
✓ 
Looking over the-con tenders 
as 
they now stand, Dempsey might be 
believed sincere in annoucning his 
intentions to retire because he would 
have no other contender to fight. 
Any deductions of this kind, how­ 
ever, are made without giving credit 
to Tex Rickard. As long a s Rickard 
is in the promoting business it 
can 
be bet that an annual contender will 
be developed for a little fight. 
Some boys, who are working for 
thirty a week, and some less, will find 
it hard to figure 
what 
Dempsey 
means by quitting the fight 
game 
and going into business. 
Dempsey, it would seem, is now in 
the most .remunerative business 
in 
the world. Right off hand there can 
he picked from the 
legal 
medical, 
professional or commercial world no 
young man under thirty, without an 
education or any bringing up, 
who 


has made $700,000 for himself and 
$700,000 for his partner. 
Dempsey has done that. In 
the 
business of swinging his fists and 
from the revenue incidental to 
the 
heavyweight championship of 
the 
world, he has earned $1,400,000* and 
in taxes he has paid to the govern­ 
ment at least one-fourth of 
that 
sum. 
Anyone, under the circumstances 
nrght be pardoned for asking. “ What 
does he mean, going into business? ” 


Dempsey, we heard him sa y not so 
long ago, does not want to 
retire, 
unle-s it can be that he is in love and 
wants to get married. 
The champion said when he 
was 
training for the Firpo fight that lie 
intended to defend, his title until he 
was no longer champion, as he was 
no more willing to cut off the reven­ 
ue from the championship than any 
young man is to quit a job 
that 
means more than $100,000 a 
year 
without stepping into the ring. 
Dempsey did sa y that he 
would 
never get married as long as he was 
the champion, and if he is so eager 
to get marrjed he might retire, but 
withal his $700,000 he’ll need dough 
when he gets tied up and lie’ll have 
to go back to work eventually. 


Like any young man who once had 
to g et here and there on the brake 
beams and who many times had to 
get his food at back-doors, Dempsey 
ought to have a good idea about how 
much a dollar is worth and there is 
no evidence to lead anyone to the be­ 
lief that the heavyweight champion 
does not take care of his money. 
When Firpo was being panned and 
ridiculed for his frugal Ways d’uring 
his training for the Dempsey tight, 
a good friend of Dempsey's remarked 
“ Why are they panning Firpo? Did

FOUND GUILTY LAST WEEK

Three Times Since Then 


Fred Clcvengor, age 58, appeared 


tin's morning shortly after nine o'- 
clock in the circ-uit 
court before 


Judge Sparks, when sentence was 
passed on the verdict of guilty re- 
turned Wednesday by the jury on the 
transportation of liquor case aud the 
defendant was fined $250 and given 
a sentence of from one to two ycarg 
at the state prison. 


In connection with the sentence, 


Judge 'Sparks ordered the sale of the 
Dodge automobile, which was confis- 
cated following the arrest, of the de- 
fendant November 23. The machine 
has been held by Sheriff Hunt pend- 
ing the outcome of the court case. 


After the sentence'was passed, the 


court ordered the defendant turned 
over to the custody of the 
sheriff, 


and lie will probably be taken to the 
stale prison at Michigan City early 
next week, :ifter the commitment pa- 
pers have been made out. 


After the sentence was iTassed, 


Sheriff Hunt accompanied Clevenge? 
to his home in Wes.kJj'purUi street 
where he visited for a while, and then 
he was taken to jail, to await remov- 
al to Michigan City. 


The final chapter written this mor- 


ning terminates a period of time ex- 
tending over a year. The defendant's 
downfall began on election day, No« 
vembur 7,1922, when Pr.osecutor Ste- 
vens set a trap that was the begin- 
ning of Cleveuger's troubles. 


It will be recalled that, on election 


night, the prosecutor induced Blaiu 
Fi'itch to purchase liquor from 
the

Fritch brought two civil suits 
for 


damages and Mrs. Fritch, his mother, 
also filed a civil suit for damages, 
each case being for $10,000 judg- 
ment, and these cases are pending 
and have never been tried.

FEDERAL GOVERNMENT TO AID 


Indianapolis, Dec. 15—:New auto- 


mobile fees that become 
c'ffectivc 


Jan. 1 will provide the funds neces- 
sary for carrying out the greatest 
road building program in the history 
of Indiana. Four hundred miles of 
highways will be paved,'and in ad- 
dition 3,GOO miles 
of 
stone 
and 


'ravel roads will be maintained in a 
better condition than ever, if 
im- 


provement is possible, according to 
the State Highway Commission. 


The paving program alone calls for 


an expenditure as large as will be 
raised from.the .automobile 'fees, but 
in .carrying out much of'this work 
the autoist's'dollar will be matched 
by a dollar given by the federal gov- 
ernment. Thus the license fees also 
will be sufficient to help care 
for 


road maintenance, as also 
other 


funds available for the state 
road 


work. 


The certainity of the income from 


the automobile'license fees, howev- 
er, made possible the big road de- 
velopment program being laid down 
Eor next ycaiyand also for 1925 wlien 
300 more miles of highways will- be 
paved and the remainder of the sys- 
tem maintained. Indiana has been 
slow in raising its automobile fees 
for the-aid of road work, and as a 
result neighbor states already have 
much higher license fees than the 
new rates for Indiana.
